The action of the council authorizes 
the successful contractor to oegin his 
work at once. 
The councils action was expressed in 
the form of a resolution which stated 
that the bid or proposal oC the Inde­ 
pendent Paving Comany of Birmingr 
ham, to perform certain work, “be 
and the same and perform tho work as 
provided for by said bid o~ proposal 
be and the same is hereby entered 
into by the city of Aloany and the 
said Independent Paving Company.” 
It will be seen from the resolution, 
as given in part that the city ti* Al­ 
bany is to perform none of. the work 
in connection with the nresent paving 
program. The advisability of the city 
doing the paving was advocated in and 
out of the council for many weeks pre­

The members of the 
family in question stood out against 
the modern treatment, despite 
the

died of typhoid fever, and the further 
fact, that a member of the family, 
was lying sick of the fever at the 
very time. Miss Dale urged the use of 
the serum.

MONTGOMERY, Ala., August 22 
Bills proposing an amendment to the 
constitution of Alabama to levy a four 
mill tax for educational purposes wore

The bill provides that of the four 
mill tax to be levied in case the peo­ 
ple want it, one and one half mills 
shall go to institutions of higher learn­ 
ing, two mills to common schools and 
one half of one mill to normal schools.

institutions 
were introduced by Mrs. Wilkins. 
The house, immediately after con- 
ening this morning, concurred in the 
senate amendment,, to the house bill, 
regulating labor agents, the amend­

that

move a laborer from the state shall 
be regarded as in the labor business. 
A measure to allow counties of the 
state to impose a one cent excess tax 
on gasoline, if the people so 
desire,

ator Ellis of Selma. The tax would 
be used on highways. 
An adverse report was made by the 
senate committee on rules on the Hil­ 
dreth resolution to make efforts to 
end the present legislative “session by 
September 15.

ARTIFICIAL HAY DRYING 
SUCCESSFUL IN ENGLAND 
LONDON—Making hay while the 
sun shines is out of date. Hay is how 
being grown in many parts of Eng­ 
land by methods over which the weath­ 
er clerk has no control. 
In these advanced sections, 
the 
gross is gathered .perhaps in a damp 
state, as soon as cut and crammed into 
a rick in the stack yard. 
An electric fan does the rest. 
When the rick is built a metal cyl­ 
inder is inserted so that an air cavity 
is formed. This cavity will serve a 30- 
ton rick to insure the safety of the cur­ 
ing a*id cooling process. A fan placed 
in the cavity dries out the grass and 
keeps it from rotting. 
It is claimed that not only are the 
farmers saved the possible loss of their 
crops through bad weather, but analy­ 
sis shows that hay dried in the rick has 
a higher percentage of albuminoids 
and carbo-hydrates, and therefore in­ 
creased feeding value. 
The new method has been tried and 
approved by the Ministry of Agricul­ 
ture and the ricks are appearing in 
all sections of England and Scotland.
